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Tov matters do not appear to be 
in the most desirable and settled 
shape. The question asto whether 
Reno is incorporated has not been 
decided. As to whether the ordi- 
nances that governed the town un- 
deran Act which was repealed are 
valid or not, isa matter about which 
there are conflicting opinions. As 
the GAZETTE understands it, those 
in power claim they are still in 
force. If they fell with the repaal 
of the law, under which they were 
enacted, there have been no town 
ordinances since February 10th, 
1887. For several months the Com- 
‘missioners have had under consid- 
eration various matters intending 
to serve local interests, but have 
been making haste slowly. The 
only thing done, which answers the 
shape of law, is the passage of an 
ordinance creatinga Fire Depart- 
ment. This Act does not meet 
with the approval of the District 
Attorney, who claims it does not 
come withiu the letter and spirit of 
the Act authorizing the creation’ of 
a Fire Department. It looks a little 
like that chaos reigns in all per- 
taining to our local government. Of 
Reno’s needs, her greatest is an 
efficient Fire Department, a some- 
thing the town has not had for 
sometime. So far as being provided 
with the means to fight fire, the 
town has everything with wich to 
do it, except system and practical 


organizations with authoritative 


heads. In the engine-house are two 
magnificent steam engines. Stored 
away somewhere is an excellent 
hand-engine. These are not manned. 
True, there is a chief engineer who 
keeps the engines in working order; 
but should a fire break out these 
means of protection have to de- 
pend on volunteer aid defore any- 
thing can be done. The provis- 
ions of the ordinance just passed 
may be broad enough to serve the 
wants of the town, but it will be 
hard to get men to serve, where the 
responsibility is so great, for the 
limited consideration provided. 
Ten years ago the fire fiend did its 
work. The town was in ashes. 
With the high winds that prevail, 
without a practical fire service, 
there is no assurance that we wil] 
not have another visitation. This 
is one direction in which the citi- 
zens cannot afford to exercise too 
much economy. There should be 
one employe of the Fire Depart- 
ment paid sufficiently to give his 
entire time to the welfare of the 
town, to the keeping the water hot 
in the steamers, to have everything 
ready for action the moment the 
alarm is given. This employe might 
act asa fire inspector, whose main 
duty in that line, would be looking 
after defective flues, which are the 
cause of a great per cent of the con- 
flagrations. The GAZETTE is not

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FRUIT GROWING IN NEVADA. 


Paper Read by Hen. Ross Lewers 
Before the American Horticul- 
The followiug interesting paper 
on “Fruit Growing in Nevada” 
was prepared by Hon. Ross Lewers, 
of Washoe Valiey, and read by him 
at the Riverside Fair in California, 
recently, the members of the Amer- 
ican Horticultural Society being 
present: 0 
Mr. President, Ladies and G 
tlemen of the American Horticultu- 
ral Society: Nevada never before, 
I believe, having been represented 
at any of your regular meetings, 
she vow asks of you the privilege 
to represent some of her claims to 
recognition as a horticultural State. 
Having come, as you did, from 
over the Union an! the Canadas to 


our great neighboring State, to see 


and judge for yourselves of her just- 
ly far-famed agricultural produc- 
t'ons, this wonderland of the golden 
West, where an almest endless 
Summer and a fertile soil combine 
to produce a nearly perpetual vege- 
tation in such excellence and pro- 
fusion that nature meets you more 
than half way in your endeavors to 
promote the growth of everything 
that conduces to the happiness of 
mankind. We cannot lay claim to 
the almost uninterrupted vegetable 
growth that prevails in Southern 
California, but our winter season, 
rather mild, but sufficiently vigor- 
ous to allow nature to rest, may be 
a blessing in disguise, as evidenced 
by the excellence of our agricultu- 
ral products, which in quality rank 
among the first, if not at the top, of 
the list. 

The territory of Nevada is so vast 


and the soils and climatic condi- 


tions so varied, that it is impossible 


in a paper like this to convey any 
satisfactory idea of her horticultural 
capacities in every part, sol will 
confine myself to that portion with 
which I am most familiar, the 
western part of the State. Fruit 
culture in Nevada is as yet only in 
its iufancy,aud what little is planted 
has been done, mostly near the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, on the 
margins and elevated slopes of a 
chain of valleys which extend 
north and south along their base. 

The great drawback to successful 
and exteusive fruit growing in this 
part of the State is late Spriug frost, 
which occurs generally in May, 
when the trees are in bloom, or 
immediately after, but varying 
much in intedsity in different ye ars 
avd io different localities. This 
elevated belt before mentioned, ev- 
joys an immunity from frost much 
greater than the adjoining vulleys, 
owing probably to the cold air set- 
tling by gravitation aud forcing the 
warm air upwards, 

Various means have been tried to 
counteract this Spring fro-t or to 
prevent the trees from blouming 
until it Is over, such as building 
fires at night in the orchards, or 
packing snow around the trees in 
early Spring, but without any ap- 
preciable good results. Tae most 
effective remedy. suggested by 
the exper.evce of the writer is, 
in respect to apples at least, to 
plant varieties-that are kuown to 
succeed in a belt along the northera 
borler of ths Southern States, such 
varieties rot being very sensitive 
to heat in early Spring, and conse- 
queutly, not blooming till all dau- 
ger from frost is passed. Nearly 
all kinds of hardy tree fruits are 
successfully growu iu this part of 
Nevada, peacbes and even apricots 
are bere reasonably sure of fruiting, 
besides most of the hardy berries 
are cultivated with success 
amongst these strawberries and 
raspberries are deserving of special 
meution, on account of their fruit- 
fulness, and particularly on account 
of their superior quality. These 
berries, when grown bre, havea 
beautiful appearance, a rich, fruit 
flavor, and remarkable solidity; all 
of which make them very desirable 
for table fruit, for preserving aud 
for shipment. 7 

Raspberries here may be consid- 
ered @ sure crop, as they do net 
bloom till the time for spring frost 
has „ aod the Winters are 
never so severe as to kill the canes. 


There is here a remarkable absence 


of nearly all the koown fruit dis- 
eases and pests, the only oue of any 
serious cousequence being the cod- 
ling moth, aud even that in very 
limited quantity. 7 

All the fruits grown here are of 
excellent quality, being distin- 
guished by their beauty of color 
and form, their rish flavor and 
good keeping qualities. The Bart- 
iett pear is here a prolific and al- 
most sure bearer of large fine fruit, 
but amongst these good fruits the 
apple, the king of all fruit, asserts 
its royal prerogative and stands up 
re-emiueut above them all, and al- 
ows us to form some ide, of the 
reason why our first parents were 
williog to forfeit their title te the 
Garden of Eden. The best way, 
perhaps, to describe the merits of 
this noble fruit, when grown on 
the eas‘ern slope of the Sierras, is 
to state that in the World's Ex po- 
sition at New Orleans in 1885 and 
1886, for apples, Nevada was given

beautiful color and fine quality of BREVITIES. 
all the fruit grown here is attribu- 
table to the soil—which is generaliy 
a black sandy loam rich in ; 
ammonia and iron—to tne rare 
atmosphere at an attitude of about 
5,000 feet, to tbe long mellow ripen- 
ing season that always prevails, or 
toa combination of all of these, I 
do not pretend to say. I have be- 
fore mentioned the great impedi- 
ment to extensive fruit growing in 
this part of Nevada—late Spring 
froste—and to show that this 
thermal belt which I have en- 
deavored to describe is reasonatly 
free from their injurious effects, I 
will instance my own experience in 
fruit culture on a part of this belt, 
perhaps as favorably situated as 
any, but not exveptionailly so. In 
the past twenty years, I have had 
twenty-one full crops and four fail- 
ures, none of these failures being 
total, and a and up to the 
past year, I have had ten full crops 
in succession. All this chain of 
valleys I have mentioned, has an 
abundant and never-failing supply 
of water for irrigation parposes, 
and most of the land in these val- 
leys lying nearest to the mountains 
requires very little irrigatiou, being 
supplied with sufficient moisture 
from springs. In connection with 
this water supply there are certain 
culiar conditions that prevail 
ere that I think are worthy of 
notice. One of these is, that when- 
ever the forest timber has been cut 
off the mountains a new growth of 
the same kind o timber has sprung 
up much thicker than the original 
growth, and none of this young 
timber will start to grow till 
the old has been cut down. Au- 
o her is, that the vater supply from 
the mountain is greater and more 
permanent than it was before the 
timber was cut off. The reason for 
this appears to be that the wind has 
a more unimpeded course and as all 
the snowstorms come from nearly 
the south, the snow is blown from 
the south sides of the ridges to the 
nerth sides, where it is piled in 
deep, solid drifts, and not being ex- 
posed directiy to the sun’s rays, it 
melts very slowly; consequently it 
affords a more permanent supply of 
water; aiso spring floods are less 
frequent than they formerly were 
for the same reason, as there is less 
snow.on the southern slopes to be 
melted. off quickly by the sun.

The Revised Standard of Reg - 
istration. 

In order to define what consti- | 
tutes a trotting-bred horse and to 
establish a breed of trotters on a 
more intelligent basis, the follow- 
ing rules are adopted to control 
admission to the records of pedi- 
grees. When an animal meets the 
requirements of admission, and is 
duly registered, it shall be accepted 
as a standard trotting-bred ani- 
mal. 

First. — Any stallion that has 
himself a record of two minutes 
and thirty seconds (2:30) or better, 
provided any of his get has a re- 
cord of 2:35 or better, or provided 
his sire or his dam is already a 
standard animal. 

Second.—Any mare or gelding 
that has a recoad of 2:30 or better. 

Third.—Any horse that is the 
sire ot two animals with a record 
of 2:30 or better. 

Fourth.—Any horse that is the 
sire of one animal with a record of 
2:30 or better, provided he has 
either of the following qualifica- 
tions: (1) A record himself of 2:35 
or better. (2) Is the sire of two 
other animals with a record of 2:35 
or better. (3) Has asire or dam 
that is already a standard animal. 

Fifth—Any mare that has pro- 
duced an animal with a record of 
2:30 or better. 

Sixth.—The progeny of a stand- 
ard herse when out of a standard 


Seventh.—The female progeny of 
a standard horse when out of a 
mare by a standard horse. 

Eighth.—The female progeny of 
a standard herse when out of a 
mare whose dam is a standard 
mare. 7 

Ninth.—Any mare that has a re- 
cord of 2:35 or better, and whose 
sire or dam is a standard animal. 

These rules were established 
December 15, 1887.
